Elizabeth Evans Baker 
Dies at Age 88 


Elizabeth Evans Baker, arts patron, anti- 
nuclear activist and staunch supporter of 
Juniata College’s Baker Institute for Peace 
and Conflict Studies, died of cancer June 21 
at her home in Essex Fells, N.J. Mrs. Baker 
was 88. 

Mrs. Baker was married to John Calhoun 
Baker, current chairman emeritus of the 
Juniata College Board of Trustees, faculty 
member and associate dean of the Harvard 
Business School from 1925 to 1945, presi- 
dent of Ohio University from 1945 to 1962 
and U.S. representative to the United 
Nations Economic and Social Council (UN- 
ESCO) in 1953 and again from 1955 to 1956. 

The Bakers devoted their energies after their retirement to the peace and 
anti-nuclear movement. They founded and endowed peace studies programs 
at Juniata College, Bethany Theological Seminary in Oakbrook, Ill. and Ohio 
University in Athens, Ohio. 

In 1987 Juniata College president Robert W. Neff announced the establish- 
ment of The Baker Institute for Peace and Conflict Studies in honor of John C. 
and Elizabeth E. Baker. 

Mrs. Baker, an ardent spokesperson for reason in the proliferation of nuclear 
power and weaponry, said in an address during the 1987 visit to Juniata of 
Nobel Peace Prize recipient Betty Williams, ‘““The world is full of frightening 
problems, and the greatest of these is nuclear. It is a horrible and unpre- 
cedented threat to life on this earth.” 

In closing her remarks Mrs. Baker said, “It is the most gratifying thing in my 
life to feel a part of this great world-wide quest for peace. I want to thank all of 
you who are teaching the young to think in new ways about this world, about 
their responsibilities, and the age-old principle of the brotherhood of man. For 
it is the young, the students, who will, after all, be responsible for the fate of 
our earth. We must have faith that peace may come to pass in spite of all man’s | 
follies and fears.” 

In 1988 Mrs. Baker commissioned the design and construction of an open air 
“peace chapel” at Juniata College. The Elizabeth Evans Baker Peace Chapel 
was designed, at Mrs. Baker's request, by Maya Lin, designer of the Vietnam 
Veteran’s Memorial in Washington, D.C. and the Civil Rights Memorial in 
Birmingham, Ala. 

A singer and actress before her marriage in 1933, Mrs. Baker was owner and 
operator of the Monomoy Theatre in Chatham, Mass., one of Cape Cod’s 
leading summer theaters. The theater has provided serious dramatic fare and 
chamber music to Cape audiences for 33 years. 

Mrs. Baker was born in Montclair, N.J., attended the Kimberly School and 
smith College. She is the recipient of honorary degrees from Juniata College 
and Ohio University. She is survived by her husband and three daughters, 
Elizabeth C. Baker, Eleanor B. Steindler and Anne C. Baker, and two grand- 
children, all of New York City.

Life Just Wouldn’t Be The 
Same Without Chemistry ... 


In the late 1500s and early 1600s when philosopher Sir 
Francis Bacon first dreamed about how human life could be 
enriched by science, he probably never imagined that one day 
it would touch the lives of every being on earth. 

By the middle of the twentieth century Bacon’s dreams 
became realities. Many diseases like polio, smallpox and the 
plague had been virtually eliminated; while fertilizer and 
pesticides had increased food supplies. New power sources 
were discovered, and new materials improved shelter and 
clothing. 

American life improved, thanks to scientific discoveries, 
technological developments and chemistry. 

Chemistry in its simplest form is practiced by the entire 
human population as we move into the twenty-first century. 
A task as simple as washing a car, preparing a meal or 
alleviating a headache requires chemistry. The human body is 
one of the most miraculous ‘‘chemical factories” on earth. 
Breathing and eating, for example, mixes oxygen from the air 
with food, producing energy to carry on. 

At Juniata College, students explore and confront chemistry 
in a way that sets them apart from other chemistry students 
at other institutions. The chemical reaction that takes place in 
the classroom between students and faculty is explosive and 
challenging. This has been true on College Hill for nearly 80 
years. Dr. Earl Kaylor writes in his book, Truth Sets Free, that 
the chemistry department at Juniata rose to national 
prominence under the leadership of Dr. Norman J. 
Brumbaugh. Dr. Brumbaugh began his teaching at Juniata in 
1910 and became chairman of the department in 1924. 

In 1932, he went to the department head at Yale University 
and asked for the best Ph.D. candidate. The department 
chairman recommended Dr. Donald M. Rockwell, and in the 
fall of that year the young Yale graduate became a member of 
the faculty at Juniata. For over 40 years he was instrumental 
in the education of hundreds of chegnistry students. 

* Today the curriculum remains solid, the students 
dedicated, and the faculty highly qualified and enthusiastic. 
About one-third of Juniata’s 10,000 living alumni have 
graduated with degrees in the life and physical sciences. The 
Pennsylvania Department of Education notes that only 7.4 
percent of bachelor’s degrees awarded by all colleges and 
universities in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, from 1985 
to 1989 were in the physical and life sciences. During this 
same period, 33.8 percent were awarded for study in the 
physical and life sciences at Juniata College. Juniata College 
ranks in the top two percent among 867 private, 
undergraduate institutions in the nation in numbers of 
graduates who earned Ph.D.’s in chemistry between 1920 and 
1980. One hundred percent of the life and physical science 
faculty at Juniata College have earned doctorates in their 
fields. Students have “‘hands on” access to sophisticated 
laboratory instrumentation and modern computer equipment 
from the time they are freshmen. Many students interested in 
research have the opportunity to work closely with faculty on 
funded research projects (see separate story). 
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According to Dr. Tom Fisher, 1989-90 chairperson of the 
chemistry department, there are many strengths to the 
science program. He says, ‘‘Being a successful chemistry 
student at Juniata takes some gumption because the 
curriculum is demanding. The faculty come from good 
universities, and undergraduate research plays a major role in 
the educational process. In fact, many students begin 
working on research projects between their freshman and 
sophomore years.” 

Research enables students to work with faculty during the 
academic year and during the summer. Funding for the 
projects comes from government, industrial and private 
sources to support research in such areas as biochemistry, 
photochemistry, physical chemistry, inorganic chemistry, 
organic chemistry, polymer chemistry, energy research and 
computer applications. Dr. Fisher said, ‘“‘Students don’t 
simply carry out faculty-designed experiments. They serve as 
full-fledged junior researchers, using their talents to solve 
problems. Several recent student research projects have led to 
articles published in major scientific journals, and every year 
students present research papers at a meeting of the 
Intercollegiate Student Chemists.” 





Preparation in chemistry is extensive. Students begin their 
study by acquiring a basic set of skills and knowledge. 
Introduction to Chemistry I and II, coupled with Basic 
Chemical Laboratory Techniques provides first year chemistry 
students with a firm foundation. Other courses offered 
include: Organic Chemistry I and IJ, Organic Chemistry 
Techniques, Analytical Chemistry, Physical Chemistry I and 
II, Inorganic Chemistry, Biochemistry I and II, Advanced 
Analytical Chemistry, Physical Measurements of Chemical 
Systems, Chemical Synthesis, Advanced Organic Chemistry, 
Physical Chemistry III: Quantum Mechanics, Interpretive 
Spectroscopy, Bioinorganic Chemistry, Polymer Chemistry, 
Industrial Chemistry, Molecular Biology, Introduction to 
Chemical Research, Advanced Chemical Research, Chemistry 
Research Seminar, Chemistry Internship and Internship 
Research/Seminar. 

Students have the option to follow one of three designated 
POEs or design a specialized POE with the assistance of their 
advisors. The designated POEs offer one of the following: a 
general background in chemistry, professional certification 
from the American Chemical Society, or certification for 
teaching chemistry at the high school level. 

Since the 1920's, the Juniata chemistry department has been 
authorized to certify that specific students have completed an 
undergraduate program that meets the professional standards 
established by the American Chemical Society. The fact that 
the department can issue these certifications is important in 
itself, since it shows that the ACS regards the program and

facilities as being sound. According to Dr. Fisher, standards 
are strict and the department is subject to periodic review by 
the Society’s Committee on Professional Training. Anyone 
receiving ACS certification is immediately eligible to join the 
ACS, whereas others must serve an on-the-job 
apprenticeship. 

A large variety of career opportunities exist for students 
earning a degree in chemistry. Juniata chemists employed in 
industry, can be found doing research, product development, 
quality control, chemical engineering and industrial hygiene. 
Still others are working in analytical laboratories, government 
regulatory agencies, consulting firms, environmental control 
agencies, consumer products evaluation, and forensic science 
laboratories. The statistics are outstanding for chemistry 
students planning to attend graduate school: 100% of Juniata 
graduates are accepted to graduate programs and offered 
assistantships. According to Dr. Fisher, about 50% of this 
year’s seniors will go to graduate school; the others will be 
working in the chemistry field. 

The solid education from Juniata is very important to 
chemists. Dr. Fisher notes, ‘There are many chemistry 
students who don’t plan to be ‘chemists’ at all. They are 
interested in business, law and other fields, but they want 
the technical background so that they can manage a chemical 
company or work as a patent attorney. Chemistry is such a 
vast field, and there are so many personalities among the 
students that the common denominator must be a good solid 
education.” He adds, ‘‘While the program is very rigorous, it 
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has enough options and flexibility to meet the needs of all the 
students. It tells industry, government, and graduate schools 
that when you have gone through Juniata and been able to 
meet the challenges and demands, then you can hack 
anything. 

“Although there are schools with greater national name 
recognition, we are as strong academically as the very best,”’ 
Dr. Fisher said. According to Dr. Fisher, Juniata was very 
fortunate many years ago to have some very outstanding 
teachers in Dr. Norman J. Brumbaugh, Dr. Donald M. 
Rockwell, and Dr. Eva R. Hartzler. They were instrumental in 
the development of the program. 

The faculty today remains enthusiastic and dedicated. Dr. 
Fisher said, ‘‘Chemists go through graduate school spending 
a lot of time working, so you just expect to work all the time. 
Most of us have on-going research which we do in the 
evenings and weekends, because teaching and advising are 
the daytime priorities. We feel a professional obligation to be 
chemists as well as educators, and the thing that chemists do 
is research. 

“We spend a lot of time advising students on what they are 
going to do with their lives. It’s important that they learn 
about all the choices they have once they graduate. We also 
encourage our students to take a variety of courses outside 
the discipline in order to achieve a complete liberal arts 
education. Many of our students take advantage of 
opportunities like the study abroad program, which had its 
Origin in the chemistry department,” said Dr. Fisher. 

Most chemistry faculty have studied, taught or conducted 
research abroad. The department has a close relationship with 
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the University of Marburg, Germany; Fachhochschule | 
Munster, Germany; University and Polytechnique Federation 
in Lille, France; and the University of Leeds, England. Study 
abroad enables students to do chemistry in a foreign country, 
which is comparable to the chemistry they do at Juniata, 
while experiencing another culture and way of life. 

“Faculty-student research, the foreign exchange program 
and the terrific instrumentation gives Juniata an edge on 
comparable institutions. The most recent example of that is 
the pending acquisition of a 300 megahertz Fourier-transform 
nuclear magnetic resonance spectrometer. That kind of 
instrument is practically unheard of in an undergraduate 
institution.” Dr. Fisher adds, ‘The National Science 
Foundation repeatedly stated in a grant for that particular 
piece of equipment that it isn’t normal for an undergraduate 
institution, and they wouldn’t give it to most schools, but 
Juniata has such a good reputation and terrific record that 
they knew we could handle it.’ 

Dr. Fisher summed up chemistry at Juniata by saying, “I 
guess the greatest concept and the one we hope to foster is 
that chemistry is not just a set of facts. It is a way of doing 
business and a way of looking at the world. Tne excitement 
of it is that the facts of yesterday are what we expect our 
students to overturn tomorrow. Rather than coming to learn 
facts, they should be coming to learn that those facts can be 
disproven. Students learn to challenge, discover and advance 


the work of chemists.” 


Without these chemistry students searching for answers to 
problems that enhance life for all people, perhaps Sir Francis 
Bacon’s dreams would never have become realities.

Dreyfus Fellow Gives Chemistry Department the 


Sign of Approval 


Dr. Sharon McCarthy had been at Juniata for almost 11 
months and so far, she likes what she sees on College Hill. A 
native of Boston, Dr. McCarthy earned her bachelor of 
science degree from Northeastern University and a master as 
well as a doctoral degree from Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute. 

She interviewed at several institutions, but selected Juniata 
because she liked the faculty, the campus and the academic 
program. Dr. McCarthy is a Dreyfus Teaching and Research 
Fellow, working on the molecular modeling of compounds of 
biological interest, together with assisting Dr. Don Mitchell in 
his polymer research. 

Through the efforts of Dr. Mitchell, Juniata College was 
awarded a Dreyfus Teaching and Research Fellowship from 
the Camille and Henry Dreyfus Foundation. Ten liberal arts 
colleges received fellowships for the 1989-90 academic year. 
Other schools included were: Bowdoin College in Brunswick, 
Maine; Davidson College in Davidson, North Carolina; 
Hendrix College in Conway, Arkansas; Kalamazoo College in 
Kalamazoo, Michigan; Lafayette College in Easton, 
Pennsylvania; Reed College in Portland, Oregon; St. Olaf 
College in Northfield, Minnesota; The College of William and 


Mary in Williamsburg, Virginia; and Union College of 
Schenectady, New York. 

According to Dr. McCarthy, ‘These fellowships were 
awarded to schools which have demonstrated an ability to 
train good chemists at the undergraduate level.” In 1988, 
Juniata College was one of 41 institutions submitting 
proposals to the Dreyfus Foundation. Ten grants of $40,000 or 
$45,000 were awarded. The program is designed to encourage 
gifted new Ph.D.s to select careers in chemistry teaching and 
research at liberal arts colleges. 

Dr. McCarthy says, “I liked the idea of being a Dreyfus 
Fellow, working in a chemistry department like that at Juniata 
and doing research with someone who is well established.” 
Dr. McCarthy is assisting Dr. Mitchell in his research and 
starting her own research project in theoretical biochemistry. 
Teaching freshman chemistry this year gave her the 
opportunity to interact with students on a daily basis. ‘There 
are some very talented students here and I have found them 
all to be very nice. It is refreshing to work at a place where 
students are bright, faculty are enthusiastic about their work 
and the facilities complement a strong academic program.” 
she adds. 





Chem Van Project Wins Gold 


Juniata College has been awarded a gold medal by the 
Council for Advancement and Support of Education (CASE) 
for the college’s Chemistry In Motion Project. The 
announcement, from CASE headquarters in Washington, 
D.C., indicated that a gold medal was also received by the 
University of Alabama. 

The category in which the Chemistry In Motion Project was 
recognized was titled High School and College Partnerships. 

The Chemistry In Motion Project is the result of a 
partnership formed in 1985 between the college’s chemistry 
department and an association of area chemistry teachers 
(Central Pennsylvania Association of Chemistry Teachers). 
Providing high school teachers in rural school districts access 
to the theories and technology of contemporary chemistry is 
at the core of the program. The program is designed to assist 
teachers in working around such constraints as outdated and 
ill-equipped laboratories, unrealistically low budgets for 
chemicals and essential laboratory supplies, the need to make 
several laboratory preparations each day, and the absence of 
significant contact with the broader science community. 

Juniata’s project now serves chemistry teachers in 24 high 
schools within a contiguous, seven county region of rural 
Pennsylvania. The program includes: 

1. Summer and sabbatical opportunities for high school 
teachers to work full-time in college laboratories as research 
associates on continuing projects directed by Juniata science 
faculty members; 

2. A series of summer institutes for high school teachers on 
the pertinent theory and practical use of modern science 


instruments with ample opportunity for hands-on experience 
and for development of demonstrations and experiments 
appropriate to the school curricula; 

3. A science instrumentation van staffed by a specially 
trained and certified science teacher to provide follow-up 
support to teachers in their classrooms and to deliver modern 
equipment for short-term, on-site use by students in the high 
school laboratories; 

4. A regional science fair to be hosted annually by Juniata 
to provide added incentive to participating teachers and 
school districts to engage their students in doing science 
projects; 

5. Careful development of a network of well-trained high 
school science teachers and informed school administrators 
throughout the region to assure systemic and lasting program 
impact. 

According to Dr. Donald J. Mitchell, project coordinator 
and professor of chemistry at Juniata, ‘“Through this regional 
project Juniata College is addressing our nation’s critical need 
for more effective educational programs in precollege science 
and technology. 

‘We believe that the Chemistry In Motion Project provides 
a working model for effective collaboration between college 
and neighboring school systems,” he said. ‘’This project 
embodies an educationally innovative and cost-effective 
approach which can be adapted to other locations throughout 
Pennsylvania and the nation.” 

Other colleges being recognized in the category were Penn 
State, a silver medalist, and Northeastern, a bronze medalist. 
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Faculty/Student Research: 
A Necessity in The 
Chemistry Department 


Ask Juniata chemistry students if research is important and 
they all have a similar reaction. First there is a look of shock 
and you know that they are thinking ‘what an absurd 
question! Of course it’s important’. Too polite and respectful 
to say that, they simply fight back the laughter, and answer, 
“science just isn’t science unless you have a good balance of 
the theoretical and practical experiences.’’ As they continue to 
talk about their scientific endeavors, their voices change, they 
begin to talk faster, there is a certain twinkle in their eyes, 
and soon the excitement and enthusiasm becomes contagious. 

Faculty have been doing research with students for more 
than 30 years at Juniata. According to Dr. Paul Schettler, 
professor of chemistry, faculty/student research was started in 
the chemistry department by Dr. Donald Rockwell in the 
early 1960s. When Dr. Schettler came to Juniata in 1967 he 
began working with students on research projects. Dr. 
Schettler estimates that over 100 students have been engaged 
in research with him over the last 20 years. Having been 
awarded research money totalling more than a million 
dollars, Dr. Schettler and his students continue to make 
important advances in shale research for the natural gas 
industry. 

Five sophomores, three juniors and one senior are currently 
involved in Dr. Schettler’s research project. ‘‘Initially it takes 
a great dea! of time to train these people, but hopefully what 
happens through training is that they obtain some useable 
results,’’ explains Dr. Schettler. He believes that students 
need a balance in their education. “If students only did 
research and didn’t expand their theoretical knowledge base 
then it wouldn’t be sufficient. They need to have a balance 
between the practical and theoretical experience. For example, 
freshmen who get involved in the shale project can do things 
like wash dishes and go through books. In the absence of 
theoretical learning they would only serve as assembly line 
type persons. But as they get theoretical training that is 
relevant to the project, then they begin to see all kinds of 
connections and soon become quite imaginative. By the time 
they are seniors they can attack a new problem, bring to it all 
of their experience and find a way to resolve it,” explains Dr. 
ochettler. 

Rob luliucci 90 has been engaged in Dr. Schettler’s shale 
research project this year and said, ‘Chemistry is not a 
textbook science, if I want to get a job, then I need 
experience. Research has taught me to be creative and has 
enabled me to use instruments other undergraduates just 
dream about.” Mr. [uliucci will be doing research at the 
University of Utah in the fall. Accepted to graduate school at 
the University of Washington, the University of California at 
Davis, the University of Colorado, Texas A & M, and the 
University of Utah, he chose Utah because he found the 
university and location to be similar to Juniata. ‘’I selected 
Utah because I can do top research, but not lose the small 
size and personal atmosphere I like so much here.:Not to 
mention the location, I can backpack and ski while getting a 
good education,” said Mr. Iuliucci. 


Chris Petucci of Altoona, Pa. is working on the Shale research 
project under the direction of Dr. Paul Schettler. 


Melanie Hartsough ’91 spent last summer working on the 
shale research project in the Brumbaugh Science Center. ““My 
research experience last summer has been very beneficial, in 
fact, as a result of that work, I received two summer job 
offers this year. In research you need to be familiar with the 
instrumentation, be able to think clearly and creatively, and 
be able to work independently. One thing for sure, research 
is not a nine to five job.” says Ms. Hartsough. 

Dr. Don Mitchell, professor of chemistry, emphasizes the 
importance of learning to work independently. He says, 
‘Research is invaluable for students. When they work on 
these scientific projects they begin with no set procedure for 
doing things and little notion of what the answers will look 
like. Many times the results they get are not anticipated and 
they need to understand that it’s not a barrier when this 
happens, it’s simply another possibility. When it happens, 
they need to find a way to explain the results. That is truly 
what research is about: determining what techniques to use 
to solve problems.” 

Dr. Mitchell is working on polymer research, a project he 
began after a sabbatical at the University of Massachusetts in 
1984. Working specifically with Polyethylene, he feels that 
Juniata now has the best model in the nation and a good 











understanding of the structure of the material when it is 
melted. Historically, Polyethylene has been tough to process 
when it is melted. Dr. Mitchell explains that two students 
from Germany have been involved in the project this year, 
“In Germany when student chemists attend a technical school 
they are required to study for four years and then spend one 
year doing research in order to get a degree. This year Peter 
Wolf and Andrea Hunsche are working with me. They have 
encountered many unexpected results, this has been a good 
learning experience for them.” 

Dr. Mitchell believes that the non-technical skills acquired 
while doing research are as important as the technical skills. 
He says that students need to be patient and persistent as 
well as mature enough to work hard in an environment that 
has less structure than the classroom. He believes that it is 
not necessarily the brightest student that is successful at 
research but usually the one that works the hardest. 

Dr. Ruth Reed, professor of chemistry, agrees that students 
who persevere seem to do best in the lab. “Some of my best 
research students are not the smartest students, but they are 
innovative, hard workers, and courageous and confident 
enought to try new ideas.” 

Dr. Reed says that students choose research projects based 
on their interests rather than by who is doing the research. 
Someone who wants to be a physical chemist may work with 
the shale project, someone hoping to gain insight into 
biochemistry may work on Dr. Reed’s emzyme purification 
project, others may do polymer research or work with other 
faculty members on their specific projects. 

Dr. Reed has been studying enzymes and proteins in oat 
plants. According to Dr. Reed a total of 26 students have 
worked on this project since she began the research in the 
early 80’s. 

This year three students are involved. She explains, “Oat 





enzymes haven’t been studied extensively. We hope to collect 
some data and then compare it to animal enzymes which 
have been studied extensively.” 

Dr. Reed says that there needs to be a focus to research as 
well as good practical experience available for students at the 
undergraduate level. She says, “Undergraduate research is a 
tool for students to learn. If the research is Mickey Mouse 
then they probably won’t learn anything; similarly, if the 
research is too high powered, then they still won’t learn 
anything. The research needs to be legitimate, but must 
operate at a slow pace so that there is a balance between 
learning and results. The crucial difference between 
university research and undergraduate research is that the 
projects are the same but the goals are different.” 

She adds, ‘’The emphasis is not on results, but on student 
education and learning.’’ While a lot of learning has taken 
place in Dr. Reed’s research laboratory, it has also produced 
results. According to Dr. Reed, the acquisition of some top 
equipment, provided by grants from the National Science 
Foundation, has enabled her students to make advances this 
year. Nearly all the research projects in the department are 
funded by outside sources. 

Carol Beth Sturgis ‘90 was one of three students working 
with Dr. Reed. Ms. Sturgis says, ‘This research has been an 
excellent experience for me. I have become familiar with 
techniques, instrumentation and methodologies commonly 
used in biochemical research. With the availability of some 
useful equipment we have been able to collect data and 
analyze it. The research has enabled me to integrate ‘book 
knowledge’ into hands-on work in a laboratory setting.” 

Ms. Sturgis’ long term goal is to do medical research at a 
teaching hospital or medical research foundation, however, in 
the fall she will begin work on a master’s degree at the Baylor 
School of Medicine. (continued on p. 8)

When Hendrick Ahrens, of West Germany, came to Juniata 
in the fall he knew that he was not taking a vacation, instead 
he knew he would learn science in another language from a 
highly qualified group of faculty members. Mr. Ahrens is 
tracing Oxalyl Thiolester in seedling oat leaves by means of 
high performance liquid chromatography for Dr. Reed. “This 
kind of research is essential because chemistry is an empirical 
as well as a theoretical science. My experience in the United 
States will help me in my career of science. I hope to be 
employed by an international company. Overall my impression 
of Juniata has been a good one. One thing that really impresses 
me is how well equipped the labs are,” said Mr. Ahrens. 

Equipment is important in the field of chemistry, and the 
National Science Foundation Grant for a high field Nuclear 
Magnetic Resonance Spectrometer (see separate story) will 
assist students who are doing research with Dr. David 
Reingold, associate professor of chemistry. 

Dr. Reingold, in his second year at Juniata College, is doing 
research on the synthesis of theoretically interesting 
compounds. “I make molecules that have never been made 
before. We don’t know how the molecules are going to 
behave, so we try to make them to see if they fulfill the 
theoretical predictions we make. Sometimes it works, 
sometimes it doesn’t. What I hope to accomplish is to educate 
students. However, chemists are interested in these 
substances and if we make one of them work, then people 
from all over the country will want to study its properties,’ 
he explains. 

Dr. Reingold’s long-term goal is to provide raw materials 
for chemists to study, which will ultimately lead to a better 
understanding of how molecules are put together. His most 
important goal, however, is to get students involved in the 
process of doing unknown chemistry. 

Eric McElroy ’90 says, “I did organic synthesis research 
with Dr. Reingold this year. I was hoping to improve the 
synthesis of two molecules. You can know all the theory in 
the world, but if you don’t have any practical knowledge you 
probably won’t get too far in chemistry. I found research 
more interesting than any other lab courses, because I was 
fully responsible for my own project. Dr. Reingold was there 
to answer questions, but the project was mine.’’ Mr. McElroy 
will enter a doctoral program in the fall at Indiana University. 
He had his choice of graduate schools, having been accepted 
at Indiana, Yale, Princeton, and University of Wisconsin at 
Madison. 

Mr. McElroy, like most chemistry students at Juniata, has 
the luxury of choosing from many graduate schools. 
According to Dr. Reingold research plays a significant role in 
students preparation for graduate school. He says, ‘’We 
spend most of our time at the college level trying to get 
students to think critically, but until they have a research 
project like this and they are faced with inconclusive results 
and mysteries, they really aren’t prepared to go on. Research 
labs are where chemists learn to think. They deal with 
ambiguities, do experiments, gather data, and try to answer 
questions. That is what research is all about — asking a 
question and then conducting an experiment to answer it.’ 

Research at Juniata is what educators call the ‘‘capstone 
experience.’’ Students take all aspects of their chemistry 
education and apply them to a specific project, enabling them 
to grow intellectually.

One of the main roles of the Juniata College Chemistry 
Club is to design a lecture series each year targeted to 
students, faculty and staff hoping to gain a greater 
knowledge in the field of chemistry.

Garner (Case Western Reserve University) — ‘Recent 
Advances in Bioactive Alkaloid Synthesis: the Quinocarcin 
otory.”’ 

During the second semester, the college community was 
treated to lectures by Dr. Raymond Funk (The Pennsylvania 
State University) — ‘‘New Strategies for Natural Product 
synthesis”; Dr. Nigel Sanders (Pfizer) — “The Physical 
Chemistry of Acid Free Papermaking’; Dr. William Brennan 
(Milton S. Hershey Medical Center) — “Insulin and 
Biochemistry’; Dr. James Tong (Ohio University) — 
“Toxicology for Chemists’; and Dr. Kenneth Miller (RPI) —

distinguished lecturers are significant in the overall 
educational process. In addition to the Parents’ Weekend 
Seminar, Dr. Reingold invited Dr. Gregory Petsko of Brandeis 
University to speak in March. 

Dr. Reingold explains, ‘‘The excitement that is generated 
when a very prestigious speaker comes to campus for three 
days and explains his or her research from the ground level 
(so that it’s really understandable) is just incredible.” 

While there is a lot of work involved in the planning, Dr. 
Reingold feels that Juniata is an ideal place to have such an 
annual lecture. He says, ‘There is a significant number of 
students interested in chemistry here. At other places I could 
bring in the world’s biggest chemist and four students would 
show up. Here students are bright and have a hunger for 
knowledge.” 

In its second year of existence, this lecture has been funded 
by the Lecture Committee of the Juniata College Arts and 
Lectureship Council. 

While a number of outstanding chemists present lectures 
on College Hill each year, Dr. Reingold explains that the 
beauty of this program, which brings a distinguished visiting 
scientist to campus, is that the speaker begins at the ground 
level. ‘‘Dr. Petsko began at the freshman level and built a 
solid base for our students. As a result, they were able to get 
a good grasp of the background of his research project, where 
he was headed and how he got there,” explained Dr. 
Reingold. In addition to his three days of lectures for science 
students, Dr. Petsko also presented a public lecture on 
campus for the non-scientists. 

According to Dr. Reingold the planning has already started 
for next year and he hopes to bring another noted chemist to 


campus. 









Juniata College Hosts the Central 
Pennsylvania Association of Chemistry Teachers 
First Annual Chemistry Van Science Fair 


Juniata College in conjunction with the Central 
Pennsylvania Association of Chemistry Teachers (CPACT) 
recently held the first of what college officials hope will be an 
annual Chemistry Van Science Fair. 

The goal of the fair was to further encourage science 
education at the secondary school level. Twenty teachers and 
175 students from eight area schools travelled to Huntingdon 
on April 2 to vie for the area’s top science fair project honors. 

Among the projects undertaken, high school students 
initiated and carried out scientific experiments to determine if 
acid rain is a serious problem in Blair County; if effluence 
from the Appleton Paper Mill, located in Roaring Spring, is 
harming fish and plant life in the Frankstown Branch of the 
Juniata River; and if the seriousness of water pollution 
problems in Blair County should be of greater concern to the 
county’s residents. These are just a few examples of the 
projects high school students undertook with results and 
methodologies made public at the fair. 

The projects were set up for the public on the mezzanine of 
the Kennedy Sports + Recreation Center with an awards 
ceremony taking place in the varsity gym. 

In addition to the competition students participated in the 
Chemistry Olympiad Program exam, given to honor top 
chemistry students nationwide. The program, which is a 
series of activities and competitions in chemistry for high 
school students, works toward stimulating interest and 
achievement of excellence in chemistry, providing recognition 
for outstanding chemistry students, and recognizing the 
excellent achievement of the teachers of these students. The 
program is run through the American Chemical Society which 
sends the top 20 students nationwide for a 10-day study at 
the U.S. Air Force Academy in Colorado Springs, Colorado. 

The partnership between Juniata and CPACT was formed 
in 1985 between the college’s chemistry department and the 
association of area chemistry teachers to improve the 
precollege preparation of students and increase the number of 
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Terrence Bowman and Immanu Farrow of State College High School received the grand prize for the top experiment in the science fair 


undergraduates who go on to choose science majors and 
careers. 

Giving high school teachers in rural districts access to the 
theories and technology of contemporary chemistry is at the 
core of the program. The program is designed to assist 
instructors in working around such constraints as outdated 
laboratories, unrealistically low budgets for chemicals, the 
need to make several different laboratory preparations daily, 
and having little or no contact with the broader science 
community. 

Throughout the school year, teachers from 22 participating 
high schools may call for Juniata’s Science Van to supplement 
their work with students in the classroom. The van’s services 
are administered by a certified science teacher who schedules 
visits and equipment loans and can provide teachers with 
assistance both in set-up and classroom instruction. 

The winners of the competition in each category were: 

CHEMISTRY II LEVEL — Korey Harrington of 
Hollidaysburg High Scool, who studied the effects of acid 
rain, took first place honors along with Sean Reid from 
Altoona High School who studied the effect of steroids on 
pleneria; Brian Hoover, also of Hollidaysburg High School, 
took second with a study of forensic tests on ballpoint inks. 

CHEMISTRY I LEVEL — Laurie Lewis and Tammy Ghaner 
of Bald Eagle High School picked up the first prize for their 
work with the freezing point depression of Salol; and Sean 
Charlesworth of Hollidaysburg High School won the second 
place prize for his work in superconductivity. 

The grand prize for the top experiment went to Terrence 
Bowman and Immanu Farrow of State College High School 
for their work on saturation of fats and oils. 


In the overall school category Bald Eagle took first place 


honors and received a Spectronic 20 D; Hollidaysburg High 

School received an Analytical Balance for second place; and 

State College High School received a Top Loading Electronic 
Balance for placing third in the school competition.

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Women Chemists: 
A yong Tradition of Success at Juniata 





Dr. ea Hartzler ‘32, rectly recognized for her 50 year 
membership in the American Chemical Society, is the female pioneer 
of chemistry at Juniata.

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At Juniata College she could easily be deemed the “female 
pioneer of the chemistry department.” Dr. Eva R. Hartzler 
trekked on unknown territory in Science Hall, studying in 
labs and sitting in classes where no woman had ever 
ventured before her. Granted, there were other women who 
had taken an occasional chemistry course, but there is no 
debate that when Eva Hartzler accepted her diploma with 
cum laude honors on graduation day on College Hill in 1932, 
she was doing something no Juniata woman had ever done. 
Eva Hartzler earned a degree in chemistry. 

Dr. Hartzler recalls that five or six women started in the 
chemistry department as freshmen and sophomores but by 
her senior year she was the only one left. She was the first 
female lab assistant for chemistry, noting that there were 
female biology lab assistants before her but none in 
chemistry. She said, “I knew when I was a freshman that I 
wanted to be a chemist. It was an easy decision to attend 
Juniata because my father was a graduate and my brother 
was a junior then. I knew that it was a good school.” Dr. 
Hartzler’s love for science began in high school where her 
home economics teacher was also responsible for teaching 
general science and a dietetics course. ‘’I liked general science 
more than any course I had ever taken. Then my senior year 
we learned about the chemistry of carbohydrates, fats, 
proteins, and the composition of amino acids in the dietetics 
course. In those days we didn’t know about the composition 
of proteins yet. I was fascinated,”’ she said. 

Following her education at Juniata, Dr. Hartzler earned a 
master’s degree from The Pennsylvania State University. 
After a few years of research at Oberlin College, she accepted 
a job at the Mayo Clinic. Dr. Hartzler did analytical work for 
1950 Nobel Prize winner Dr. Edward C. Kendall, who is 
responsible for isolating cortisone. Then in 1937 a teaching 
position opened at Juniata College and she was asked to 
consider the job. ‘Returning to Juniata really appealed to me, 
so I accepted right away,” she said. ‘““When I was a student, 
Dr. Norman J. Brumbaugh emphasized that we should take 
civil service tests because it was during the depression and 
those were the kinds of jobs that were available. I took the 
test while working at the Mayo clinic, and in 1938 I was 
asked to go to Washington D.C. to work. I hated to leave 
Juniata, but the salary was good and I had a big school debt 
to pay. So I accepted the job,’”’ explained Dr. Hartzler. 

“From then on I knew I wanted to teach, but I thought that 
I should get a Ph.D. so I returned to Penn State. In August of 
1950, I received my degree and in September I returned to 
Juniata to teach chemistry.” 

Dr. Hartzler, who was recently recognized by the American 
Chemical Society for her membership of fifty years, said she 
never received any resistance from the faculty or male 
students when she chose to study chemistry. ‘““Women 
should expect to succeed and not be afraid of challenges. It’s 
important to recognize our differences, put them aside and 
do the work. Don’t expect things to be any easier and don’t 
look for things to be more difficult. Just do the work and 
respect each other. In my years as a teacher, I taught a lot of 





students and there were a number of excellent women 
chemists in the group,” she said. 

Dr. Hartzler paved the way for hundreds of women who 
would work side-by-side with their male counterparts in 
Science Hall and later the Brumbaugh Science Center on 
Juniata’s campus. 

Dr. Marjorie Morgan, 1977 graduate, was in fifth grade 
when she realized that she wanted to become a chemist. 
Juniata College helped to make a childhood dream become a 
reality. “I knew that Juniata had an excellent reputation in 
the sciences because my dad is a 1941 graduate. It seemed 
natural for me to choose Juniata. Many women were studying 
science at Juniata and it was a strong academic school,” said 
Dr. Morgan, chemistry lab director of CBA International. 

Dr. Morgan added, “I have many fond memories of 
Juniata, but the long hours in the laboratory really stick out.” 
According to Dr. Morgan, the inspiration and guidance of 

Dr. Ruth Reed, professor of chemistry, was instrumental in 
her success. Dr. Reed came to Juniata the year Dr. Hartzler 
retired. ‘Ruth Reed came to Juniata during my senior year. 
Despite the fact that I had a tendency to be lazy, she saw my 
potential and really encouraged me to work hard. I enjoyed 
doing research with her and I improved my grades a lot.” 

In the book, Academic Women Working Towards Equality, 
author Angela Simeone says, “First, women professors can 
serve as examples of success, and of the appropriateness of 
women within their disciplines and within academia. Second, 
they can serve as examples of women who have devoted a 
substantial amount of energy, effort, and ability towards 
reaching hard-to-attain goals. Third, they can be seen as 
women who have chosen relatively nontraditional paths, and 
can serve as examples of the way in which they've reconciled 
that choice with other life choices. Finally, they can serve as 
models in all the ways faculty men do. It seems reasonable to 
assume that having women perform all of the above would 
provide encouragement and inspiration to young female 
observers, particularly those aspiring to nontraditional roles.’ 
(page 106) 

Betty Ann Cherry, associate professor of history, has 
served as an advisor to many students, including many 
female chemistry students says, “Juniata has produced 
women chemists for many years with much success, and I 
think it’s because there has been a woman faculty member in 
the chemistry department for over 40 years. Dr. Ruth Reed is 
here now, and before her we had Dr. Eva Hartzler. For 
decades these female students have had a role model and 
that has been a big factor.” 

Fifty-five years after Eva Hartzler earned her degree in 
chemistry, student Debbie Little received her diploma on 
Juniata’s campus. 

Imagine for one moment this scene, five policemen break 
down a door to a crack house in Washington D.C., 
anticipating what may face them once they are inside, they 
have guns loaded and are prepared for anything and 
everything. What may sound like an action show on 
television is just another day at the office for Debbie Little, 
forensic chemist and 1987 graduate of Juniata College. 

Ms. Little is employed by the Drug Enforcement 
Administration’s Mid-Atlantic Laboratory in Washington, 
D.C. She is responsible for analyzing suspected controlled 
drug evidence seized by law enforcement personnel; 
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Juniata continues to attract women interested in the sciences. 
Freshman Christina Kertes of Lilly, Pa. evaluates her data in this 
freshman lab. 


reporting the presence of all controlled drugs and other 
substances confiscated; and testifying as an expert in the 
court of law regarding the results of analysis in support of the 
prosecution of drug violators. 

In the last 30 months, Ms. Little has testified in local, state 
and federal court, has done analysis for over 1200 cases and 
has been involved in the prosecution of drug violators 
charged with distribution/possession of cocaine, heroin, 
phencyclidine (PCP), and marijuana. Ms. Little’s job, while 
very exciting has a certain level of danger involved. She said, 
“Every time I go to testify in court, I have butterflies in my 
stomach. I’m always thinking about the defense attorneys 
and how detailed my testimony will be. It is always difficult 
to explain instrumentation and chemical principles to jurors 
who don’t have a chemistry background.” 

Ms. Little explained, ‘One time I had to testify in support 
of the prosecution of a drug kingpin in the Washington D.C. 
area. The courtroom had a bullet-proof glass separating the 
public from the jurors, attorneys, witness and judge. Wires 
were running all over the floor for technical equipment. The 
defense’s side of the courtroom was full of attorneys and the 
defendants. In another part of the room there were people 
drawing pictures for the television news. It was pretty scary.”’

She recalls another time when, “I went on my first 
clandestine laboratory raid which was very exciting. A fire 
had occurred because the ‘bad guy’ was spraying liquid PCP 
onto marijuana in the kitchen by a gas stove. The liquid 
contained ether which is very flammable. On a drug raid, 
once the chemist arrives on the scene, the chemist is in 
charge. I had to determine what drug the ‘bad guy’ was 
making; what items needed to be submitted for evidence; and 
what items could simply be disposed. 

‘All of my laboratory courses at Juniata helped me prepare 
for this job. I now use many of the basic chemical principles I 
learned at Juniata. Courses like chemical analysis, organic 
synthesis, physical measurements, and chemical research 
really challenged me. Not only did I have to solve problems, 
but first I had to determine by what means I would solve the 
problem. My involvement in co-curricular activities also 
helped me for this career. I developed leadership qualities 
and organizational skills which I use daily in my job,” said 
the 24-year-old forensic chemist. 

Ms. Little selected Juniata because of its excellent academic 
reputation and its student-to-faculty ratio. “I knew that I 
would really get to know my professors and that was 
important,” she said. While Dr. Tom Fisher, professor of 
chemistry, provided the largest challenges for Ms. Little, it 
was comforting to have Dr. Ruth Reed as a role model. ‘The 
rigorous process of Dr. Fisher’s analysis class really 
toughened me up. He had great impact on my performance. 
However, I must say that it was also very good to have 
someone like Dr. Reed. While chemistry and the physical 
sciences have been male dominated for many years, Dr. Reed 
served as an excellent example of a female chemist. I think 
this probably had impact on many women in the 
department.” 

While the barriers that Debbie Little breaks down on drug 
busts in 1990 are much different from those encountered by 
Eva Hartzler in the 1930s, perhaps the excitement and 
challenges in both success stories are very similar. 

Regardless, it’s obvious that Juniata provides an - 
environment conducive to learning among all people. It’s 
been happening for generations. 
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Juniata Receives $100,000 
Grant From National Science 
‘Foundation 


Juniata College recently received a $100,000 grant from 
the National Science Foundation’s Instrumentation and 
/Laboratory Improvement Program, according to Juniata 
President Dr. Robert W. Neff. 

The grant will be used to assist the Juniata chemistry 
department with the purchase of a high-field NMR 
spectrometer. The total cost of the acquisition will 
approach nearly $320,000.

“We are pleased that the National Science Foundation 
has again shown its support for the Juniata chemistry 
department,” said Dr. Neff. “The grant will provide a 
solid base for us to work with in planning for the 
purchase of the spectrometer.” 

“The acquisition of this piece of equipment is necessary 
for even better introduction of our underclass students to 
NMR techniques,” said Dr. David Reingold, associate 
professor at Juniata. “It will also allow our upperclass 
students to perform various advanced experiments. 

‘Most importantly,” he continued, “it is a valuable 
addition to our arsenal of equipment and will allow first- | 
rate undergraduate research to proceed at a solid pace.” 

Juniata ranks 11th nationwide among undergraduate 
institutions in number of students going on since 1920 to 
obtain Ph.D.’s in chemistry, according to ‘’Research in 
Chemistry at Undergraduate Institutions” (published by 
the Council on Undergraduate Research). On a 
percentage basis, Juniata has been the second most 
productive source of chemistry Ph.D.’s in the nation. 

“We believe that our record of success is in large part a 
result of the energy and vigor with which we pursue 
research projects involving undergraduates,” said Dr. 
Reingold. ‘We feel independent research is the ideal 
culmination of the undergraduate experience for many 
students and we encourage them to participate. Research | 
is an exciting ‘turn-on’ for students.” 

Reingold added he feels “Juniata is one of the best- 
equipped small colleges in the nation for chemistry.’’ The 
addition of another outstanding piece of chemistry 
equipment will help Juniata continue to hold that 
distinction.

Juniata Receives 
$55,000 Grant 
from Fulbright-Hays 
Group Projects 
Abroad Program 
for Soviet Seminar 


Juniata College has received a $55,000 
grant from the Fulbright-Hays Group 
Projects Abroad Program administered 
by the U.S. Department of Education, 
according to Juniata President Dr. 
Robert W. Neff. 

The Fulbright-Hays funding will 
support a group study/travel seminar in 
the Soviet Union this summer under the 
sponsorship of the Juniata College 
program in Peace and Conflict Studies. 

The seminar titled “Understanding 
the Soviet Union” is designed to 
acquaint a diverse group of 15 faculty 
members from Juniata and other 
regional colleges, universities and high 
schools with contemporary life in the 
U.S.S.R. The group will visit the Soviet 
Union from July 14 to August 15. 

““A major goal of the seminar is to 
promote Soviet studies and to help 
teachers deal more effectively and 
confidently with the Soviet Union in 
their classes,”” said Dr. Andrew Murray, 
director of the Baker Institute for Peace 
and Conflict Studies at Juniata. 

Dr. Murray explained that the 
seminar will include an orientation 
session at Juniata followed by five 
weeks of study and travel in the Soviet 
Union. The “Russian” experience will 
include one and a half weeks of formal 
academic sessions at Leningrad State 
University along with three and a half 
weeks of travel to regional centers in 
the Western U.S.S.R. 

After the trip, participants will 
develop courses and/or course 
components drawing on their 
experiences in the Soviet Union. Dr. 
Murray said the group will also 
organize faculty development 
workshops at Juniata and several other 
institutions to share information with 
their colleagues. 

‘“‘“A major concern of the seminar is to 
initiate and promote Soviet Studies at 
Juniata and other participating schools,’’ 
said Dr. Murray. “The seminar will 
provide participants with a solid 


foundation of factual information as 
presented by Soviet academics and 
experts through formal study and direct 
personal contacts with Soviet society.” 

The leader of the trip will be Dr. 
James Roney, associate professor of 
Russian, who is one of seven Juniata 
faculty members who are taking part in 
the seminar. Dr. Larry Mutti, professor 
of geology, will be assisting Dr. Roney 
in leading the trip. 

Other members of the travel party 
from Juniata will include Ms. Elizabeth 
Cherry, associate professor of history; 
Dr. Earl Kaylor, professor of history; 
Dr. Jose Nieto, professor of religion and 
history; Dr. Norman Siems, professor of 
physics; and Dr. Margaret Yawkey, 
assistant professor of education. 

“Those selected for the seminar have 
a strong interest in international 
studies,’’ said Dr. Murray. ‘‘However, 
most members of the group have little 
or no prior experience in the Soviet 
Union.” 

Juniata College has been offering 
studies in Russian language for over 25 
years. Many Juniata students and 
faculty have participated in overseas 
study, work and research programs.

Teaches Course at 
Juniata

Margaret Moore, superintendent of 
the State Correctional Institution at 
Smithfield, recently completed a 
semester as a visiting instructor for the 
sociology department at Juniata College. 
Moore believes that she did some 
learning of her own along with the 11 
students she taught in the course titled 
‘Correctional Processes.’ 

“It benefits me to be in class and to 
get involved in an active exchange of 
ideas,’’ said Moore. “‘One of the things 
that so often happens in corrections is 
that we tend to stagnate. Many 
corrections professionals find 
themselves not venturing outside of the 
corrections world and as a result the 
opinions that we have on correctional 
issues are similar. 

“When you go into a classroom you 
get challenged on some of those 
thoughts and I appreciate that. It keeps 
me in check. It keeps me relevant.’ 

Moore previously taught at Allegheny 
Community College and the University 
of Pittsburgh before coming to SCI- 
Smithfield. She was asked by sociology 


department chairperson Dr. Robert 
Reilly to teach a course at Juniata this 
spring and she accepted the offer. One 
of her main objectives was to help her 
Juniata students learn the criminal 
justice process and understand ‘‘what 
the process is and isn’t from a reality 
perspective.” 

“I wanted my students to develop a 
working knowledge of the system — an 
understanding of the system in total 
and how components of the system 
interrelate or impact on each other,” 
explained Moore. ‘‘Beginning with law 
enforcement and working all the way 
through to parole, I wanted to teach the 
primary and secondary functions of 
these agencies, but in addition talk 
about issues that related to various 
areas of the criminal justice system and 
get students to react. 

“Another thing I wanted them to get 
was a sense of what corrections is, and 
what it is not, close up,”’ she continued. 
“I wanted to dispel some of the myths 
so many people have about corrections 
— the notion that corrections as a 
whole is an unsafe, unsecure and 
inhumane system. It is just the opposite 
of that. 

“T would be the first to admit that 
corrections has some serious problems 
and that there are a number of things 
about corrections, what we do and how 
we do it, that demand change. But, we 
are not running our institutions like 
those depicted in the Cool Hand Luke 
movie of years ago. Generally, they are 
safe, secure and humane institutions.” 

In her course, Moore used a variety 
of field trips to state correctional 
facilities at Huntingdon, Smithfield and 
Muncy, and presentations by guest 
lecturers from all facets of the criminal 
justice system to enhance the classroom 
experience. She wanted her students to 
walk away from the course with a much 
more “‘‘developed”’ frame of reference 
about the criminal justice system. 
Moore feels she was successful. 

“I’m confident, both from the tours 
and the discussion that occurred during 
and following those tours, that the 
students now have a better 
understanding of what corrections is 
than they had 15 weeks ago when they 
came into this class,“ said Moore. 

“It was a pleasure and honor for me 
to have the opportunity to teach at 
Juniata,’’ she continued. “If the 
students I had in class are any 
indication, | would say Juniata students 
generally are very bright, energetic, 


optimistic, caring, thoughtful, and in 
some ways sensitive students . . . an 
indication that Juniata is turning out a 
well-rounded student. 

“One of the things I try to stay away 
from doing is imposing my opinions on 
students,’’ Moore concluded. “It’s easy 
to do that, but I don’t think that’s what 
the process of learning is all about. I 
think the process of learning is about 
sharing information, sharing points of 
view, and sharing reasoning. We were 
able to do a lot of that this semester and 
I was encouraged by that.’’

Theatre at Juniata: 
Striving for 
Excellence

What theatre educator does not 
dream of building a program, of making 
a difference? This is a particularly fond 
dream for me because I began my 
theatre career in a small private liberal 
arts college as an undergraduate at 
Hendrix College in Conway, Arkansas. a. «. ,

can be achieved in this setting and I courses. 

believe in the importance of theatre and 
the arts as an integrative component of 
the quality liberal arts education. And 
so I began to pursue that dream at 
Juniata College, determined that we 
would strive for excellence. 

The word ’’we” is very important in 
theatre and in no setting is that concept 
more important than in educational 
theatre. Theatre is a collaborative art 
form: the playwright; the director; the 
dramaturg; the actors; the scenic, 
lighting, costume, and properties 
designers; the publicity manager and 
house manager; the stage manager; the 
assistant directors; and the individual 
crew members in all the various areas, 
each plays a vital role in bringing a 
production to life. Each individual, 
whether on stage or behind the scenes, 
contributes a very vital and necessary 
aspect to a production. But above all it 
is collaborative, each individual belongs 
to a small group, and each group to the 
larger overall production team. One of 
the most valuable aspects of theatre is 
learning to participate in the group 
experience, working toward a common 
goal. 

I wear many hats at Juniata, but no

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think that I am being overly modest 
when they compliment a production 
and my reply is, “Thank you, the 
students worked very hard and it paid 
off in performance.” Believe me, this is 
the reality, it is their production and it 
is their hard work. 

The students’ enthusiasm and their 
willingness to work makes my job 
relatively easy. Students staff the 
majority of technical positions and all 
acting roles. Without their dedication, 
theatre at Juniata College would be 
impossible. My role is primarily one of 
guidance, prodding them to recognize 
and achieve their potential. 

Although the productions are the 
physical manifestation of theatre on 
campus, the work really begins in the 
classroom. My first concern, and the 
concern which remains uppermost in 
my pursuit of building a theatre arts 
program, is a strong academic program 
of studies. Theatre courses are as varied 
as the components of a production. 
Skills courses, acting, directing, and 
design, approach the development of 
techniques through the study of theory 
and principles, however, the dramatic 
literature courses are the foundation. 
Cognitive analytical approaches are the 
necessary basis of skills courses. 

Theatre is a living art form; every 
time a production is mounted, a script 
is studied, we learn something about 
the aesthetics, the culture and the 
society which produced that work. We 
often learn specifics of history,

philosophy, science, psychology, and 
more; we learn and experience the 
human condition. This is one reason 
theatre is vital to a liberal arts education 
because in its best and truest sense it 
embodies the liberal arts philosophy of 
whole person. Also, theatre addresses 
certain international issues prominent in 
Juniata’s priorities because theatre is 
international in scope. 

Educational theatre approaches the 
learning issues of process. I believe 
strongly in process rather than product. 
This statement is often viewed as trite 
and unrealistic but I believe that it is 
necessary in teaching theatre. Of 
course, the ultimate truism is that if 
through the process taught we always 
strive for excellence and quality then a 
quality product will follow. 

I try to follow my philosophy in the 
choice of scripts for production. During 
my two years at Juniata we have 
produced Our Town, an acknowledged 
masterwork of American theatre which 
examines life and values; Blithe Spirit, 
an English comedy of manners and 
morals in the 20th century; The 
Madwoman of Chaillot, a French script 
which questions materialism and social 
forces; and Eleemosynary, a 
contemporary American script which 
confronts growth, learning, and 
decisions through an examination of 
relationships. 

Next fall, we will mount a production 
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of a Greek script, tying the production 
into The Greek Mind general education 
course. The recent spring musical 
production of Guys and Dolls, although 
not lofty in content, provided an 
interesting look at American culture in 
the 1950's. 

Whatever the individual merits of a 
script, all of these productions work 
toward fulfilling educational goals, 
providing worthwhile experiences for all 
involved, participant and audience. 
Also, these productions brought, I 
hope, pleasurable aesthetic experiences 
to the community at large. 

This final statement reflects a concern 
of theatre at Juniata. It must always be 
remembered that educational theatre is 
important not only to the student who 
wishes to pursue a career in theatre but 
also to the student who will, who is 
now becoming a member of the cultural 
community. 

Theatre at Juniata has the potential to 
be a vital and integrative part of the 
liberal arts experience. Although I am 
building a program, I never want to 
exclude any one from the opportunity 
of participating in theatre. Many of my 
finest actors and technicians concentrate 
their studies in other areas and we are 
building a group of students primarily 
interested in theatre. This is what 
theatre at Juniata is about, an 
integrative part of the whole. 

We strive for excellence. 





Juniata College 
Receives 
Eisenhower Grant 
for Elementary 
Science and 
Mathematics 
Project 


Juniata College has received a $49,370 
grant from the federally-funded Dwight 
D. Eisenhower Math and Science Skill 
Improvement Program administered 
through the Pennsylvania Department 
of Education, according to Juniata 
President Dr. Robert W. Neff. 

The grant is for complete support of 
Juniata’s recently-developed 
“Elementary School Science and 
Mathematics Project.’” The project is a 
long-term partnership program between 
Juniata College and Huntingdon County 
elementary schools to provide in-service 
training and support for elementary 
teachers toward improvement of the 
quality of instruction in science and 
mathematics. 

“The project is the result of a request 
by the Juniata College teacher’s 
advisory committee and an idea 
conceived by Juniata’s education 
department,” said Dr. Thomas W. 
Woodrow, professor of education at 
Juniata ard project director. 

“The teachers requested that we help 
them establish a resource center as a 
place where they could come to do 
research and develop curriculum 
materials. For many years the education 
department had been looking for ways 
to provide an elementary science and 
mathematics resource center on 
campus. The desires of both parties led 
to the project.” 

Ten teachers from Huntingdon 
County schools are taking part in the 
project. Each teacher is involved in 
preparing curriculum materials in 11 
basic ‘’need”’ areas that were identified 
by a survey of county elementary 
teachers. The areas are: chemistry, 
health and body systems, ecology, plant 
life, weather, energy (heat, electricity, 
light, etc.), geology, air and space, 
careers in science, oceanography, and 
the solar system. 
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Local teachers gathered this summer to research and organize curriculum materials for the 


elementary school science and math project.

The participating teachers will 
prepare units and lesson plans, develop 
presentations and demonstrations, and 
video tape classroom simulations for 
each area. All of these materials will be 
stored in ‘’kits’’. The kits will be housed 
in the Juniata College Resource Center 
for area elementary teachers to borrow 
and use in their classrooms. The 
materials, lesson plans, etc., will be 
adaptable for primary or intermediate 
grades. 

“The participating teachers have been 
concentrating on their unit research 
since March,” said Dr. Woodrow. ‘The 
Eisenhower funding has allowed us to 
purchase the materials they need for the 
project. This summer we will hold two 
five-day workshops to test, revise, and 
finalize the design of the individual kits. 

“We feel fortunate since our project 
was one of only six funded out of 
nearly 60 applications to the 
Department of Education,” continued 
Dr. Woodrow. ‘Our plan now is to 
apply for additional funding later this 
year so we can expand on what we 
have started. In our next project we 
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hope to design 10 or 12 more unit kits 
in science which will be integrated with 
subject areas across the curriculum such 
as children’s literature, social studies 
and mathematics.” 

‘There are growing concerns about 
the comparatively poor state of science 
literacy and basic mathematical 
competence among American youth and 
the general public,’ said Dr. Neff. “At 
Juniata College we share these concerns 
and are pleased to be able to take an 
active role in improving the quality of 
mathematics and science education at 
all levels.” 

Teachers participating in the project 
include Glenda Prokopick and Mary 
Alice Burkholder of Mt. Union School 
District; Lorraine Hamilton and Kathy 
Beck of Southern Huntingdon Council 
School District; Paul Gregory and Linda 
Weko of Juniata Valley School District; 
Cheryl Jackson, Elaine Frazier and 
Kathy Gibson of Huntingdon Area 
School District; and Deb Justham of 
Huntingdon Head Start. Cate Miller is 
participating as the Juniata College 
undergraduate student research 
assistant.

Something magical is happening in 
Jenny Zollers’ first grade class at 
Kenilworth Elementary School. 

And it has only a little to do with the 
magic wand and menagerie of puppets 
the new teacher sometimes uses to 
accentuate a lesson. 

The real magic, parents say, is in the 
attitudes toward school her students are 
developing. 

They come home bursting with the 
news of the day, and can’t wait to get 
back to class to learn more. 

That’s why, a couple of months ago, 
a group of parents went to Kenilworth 
Principal John O’Donnell to ask if there 
was a way Zollers’ talent and 
enthusiasm could be rewarded. 

He told them about an awards 
program sponsored by the Student 
Loan Marketing Association (also 
known as ‘Sallie Mae’’), which honors 
outstanding first-year teachers like 
Zollers. 

Last week, thanks to their letters and 
her own poise and creativity during a 
series of classroom observations, Zollers 
learned that she has been selected as 
one of two Prince George’s County 
nominees to receive a Sallie Mae Award 
for the 1989-90 school year. 

Given annually to two teachers from 
each state, the award carries with it a 
$1,000 scholarship which can be put 
toward a previous student loan or 
applied to continuing education. 

The other county nominee this year is 
Jennifer Jorgenson, a second and third 
grade teacher at Magnolia Elementary 
School in Lanham. 

Winners from the states will be 
announced in September. 

In an interview last week, Zollers, 22, 
was still surprised but grateful for the 
recognition. 

She said it topped off a year that has 
definitely been ‘more than” she could 
have expected. 

A Virginia native, Zollers grew up in 


Warrenton before moving to New Jersey r 


in high school. After graduating from 





Juniata College in Huntingdon, Pa., last 
May, she said she knew she wanted to 
return to the Washington area to begin 
her teaching career. She applied to 
several area school districts, but quickly 


set her sights on Prince George’s County. 


“What attracted my attention was the 
people I interviewed with. They seemed 
so alive and enthusiastic about teaching 
themselves,” she said.

Here in the county, Zollers said she 
talked to O’Donnell and to a principal 
at one other school. Kenilworth was her 
immediate preference. 

“TI loved his (O’Donnell’s) philosophy 
about teaching, and the way he 
presented the school,” Zollers recalled. 
At the same time, she was encouraged 
that the Bowie school was one in which 
she could “individualize” her 
classroom, and develop her own 
teaching style. 

In formulating her goals as a teacher, 
Zollers confided that she had two 
models, one negative and one positive. 

“T had a really bad first grade teacher 
myself, and I didn’t want anyone else 
to have to go through that,” she said. 

On the other hand, a teacher she 
worked with during her student 
teaching last year “really gave me the 
outline for my ideas,” she said. ‘She 
had so much energy and compassion.” 

Zollers said she knew right away she 
wanted to teach first grade. 

“The children are so eager to learn (at 
that age),”” she said. ‘They have that 
spark, that interest.” 

“Everything you do, they think is 
neat,”’ she noted. 

Judging from the letters parents and 
students sent to Area Superintendent 
Monica Uhlhorn in support of Zollers’ 
nomination, what she achieves in class 
definitely qualifies as “neat.” 

In addition to the puppets and magic 
wand, several students singled out her 
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use of sign language in their spelling 
and reading lessons as a classroom 
favorite. 

Zollers, who plans to pursue a 
master’s degree in the education of the 
hearing impaired, said she’s found that 
sign language is helpful as ’’a visual 
way to learn.” 

As she introduces a new letter or 
word, she'll teach the children the 
corresponding signs. Not only do they 
retain the lesson better, but it “gives 
them something they know that their 
parents don’t,”” she points out. 

Her young charges love that part of 
it, Zollers said. 

“They can go home and be the hot 
shot.” 

Other favorite tools are ‘’Big Books,” 
literally oversized versions of children’s 
classics like ‘“The Hungry Caterpillar.” 

After reading one of these with the 
students, Zollers asks each child to put 
his or her ideas about the story onto a 
page for a classroom “’big book.’ They 
then read over and discuss the colorful 
results. 

Many of her classroom activities are 
based on literature, Zollers said, 
explaining that nurturing enjoyment of 
reading is one of her primary aims in 
teaching. 

According to O’Donnell and parents 
of her first students, Zoller has already 
been unusually successful in that and 
other goals. 

“We recognized early on that this was 
a rather exceptional young teacher,” 
said O’Donnell. “She had such self- 
confidence, . . . such perception in 
seeing the needs of children.’ 

“One of her outstanding 
characteristics,“” he went on to say, “‘is 
that she does not allow children to fail. 
They are meeting with success at every 
level.’ 

So impressed have administrators 
been with Zollers, O’Donnell noted, 
that they have asked her to assist in 
recruiting next year’s new educators.

The action was 
taken at the board’s spring meeting in 
May. 

The statement, which comes on the 
heels of a report submitted by the 
college’s Task Force on Diversity, reads 
as follows:

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Student ia Rishel and a enjoy a ay aeine on ore lawn in 
front of Good Hall. Faculty members conducted a number of classes on the lawn 
during the last few weeks of the 1990 academic year. 
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“As a small part of this nation’s 
system of higher education, we have a 
responsibility to educate students for 
living in today’s society and tomorrow’s 
world. We want to increase 
opportunities for a higher education for 
all students who have the ability to 
benefit from our program. We believe 
we should have an educational program 
and campus atmosphere that can 
prepare persons for productive roles as 
citizens, workers and parents regardless 
of their national, racial, religious or 
cultural backgrounds. 

“We want to prepare students for 
living in a global environment. Juniata 
students should be aware of and 
sensitive to the differences that have 
historically divided people and led to 
unjust and discriminatory practices — 
differences in religion, language, 
culture, color, sex, and nationality. 

“We believe that a greater diversity of 
people on campus that significantly 
mirrors the outside world better 
prepares students for living in that 
world than does a homogeneous 
campus population. Similarly, we 
believe that the curriculum and co- 
curricular campus life should deal with 
these historically divisive issues in a 
variety of ways that allow persons from 
diverse backgrounds to explore these 
problems and issues, not only in the 
abstract, but also by personal 
encounters with the diversity that is 
humanity. 

“We wish to further diversify our 
faculty, administration, and student 
body to achieve more encounters 
among people who reflect differences in 
color, religion, language, nationality, 
culture, gender, age and lifestyle.” 

According to Charles Kensinger, chair 
of the Diversity Task Force at the 
college “the ultimate goal of 
diversifying our campus can be traced 
to the college’s mission statement which 
says, in part, ‘As a community, Juniata 
is especially concerned with the 
environment necessary to foster 
individual growth. It therefore values 
mutual support, the free exchange of 
diverse ideas, and the active pursuit of 
both cooperative and individual 
achievement.’ 

“If Juniata is to be true to our 
mission,” Kensinger said, ‘“we must 
have an educational environment that 
has diversity among the students, 
faculty, and staff.”

Juniata Celebrates the llth Commencement 


More than 230 seniors were awarded 
bachelor of arts and bachelor of science 
degrees on Sunday, May 13, during 
ceremonies marking Juniata College’s 
111th commencement. 

The ceremonies were highlighted by 
the address to the graduating class 
presented by Frances Hesselbein, 
former national executive director of the 
Girl Scouts of America. Mrs. Hesselbein 
was presented an honorary doctor of 
laws degree by Juniata in recognition of 
her achievements with the Girl Scouts. 

Dr. David Wertz Ellis, who 
announced his retirement from the 
presidency of Lafayette College effective 
at the end of this academic year, was 
also presented an honorary doctor of 
humane letters degree from Juniata. Dr. 
Ellis, a Huntingdon native, was 
honored for his dedication and 
commitment to the values and ideals of 
higher education. 

In presenting Dr. Ellis for the degree, 
Dr. William E. Russey, the Charles A. 
Dana Supported Professor of Chemistry 
at Juniata, referred to Dr. Ellis as “an 
outstanding educator whose works 
testify to a firm belief in the premise 
that institutions of higher learning 
flourish best in a climate of freedom 
and individuality.”

Of the Ellis years at Lafayette Dr. 
Russey noted “the college has 
experienced unprecedented progress 
toward financial security, its 
endowment increasing four-fold to over 
two hundred million dollars. One major 
capital campaign alone,” he said, 
“achieved nearly twice the projected 
goal. Altogether, more funds have 
accumulated during President Ellis’ 
administration than in the tenures of all 
his predecessors combined. 

Perhaps of greatest importance to 
higher education, he said, was Dr. 

Ellis’ key role in the National 
Association of Independent Colleges 
and Universities. ‘‘He ably represented 
private higher education as chairman of 
that body at a difficult time,’’ Dr. 
Russey said, “a time in which there was 
a need for especially astute and vigilant 
leadership to anticipate and counter the 
challenges posed by a singularly strong- 
willed and combative secretary of 
education.” 

In conclusion Dr. Russey made 
reference to Dr. Ellis’ ongoing 
leadership of the highly regarded 
Boston Museum of Science, noting that 
‘1990 provides an unusually fitting 
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occasion for Juniata College to publicly 
recognize its pride in David’s past 
achievements and its certainty that the 
public at large will be the major 
benefactor as he now seeks to devote 
himself in a new way to his twin loves 
of science and education.” 

Dr. David Ellis is the son of former 
Juniata president Dr. Calvert N. Ellis. 
He is the grandson of former Juniata 
president Dr. Charles C. Ellis. 

In her commencement address to the 
graduates Mrs. Hesselbein referred to 
Sunday as the beginning of a journey in 
a time of profound transition. ‘““You 
leave Juniata,”’ she said, “in what has 
been described as ‘an era of sweeping 
and profound alterations in American 
society. 

“The family, the work-place, 
relationships, beliefs and moral values, 
the economy, the political scene, our 
institutions — from the school to the 
church, to the smallest community 
enterprise — all are affected by these 
‘sweeping and profound alterations.’ 

“This is not the time for the 
‘accomplished barbarians,’ who 
understand only computers or 
engineering, or marketing. This is the 
time,’’ she said, “for the graduates of 
our liberal arts institutions, sending 


their young men and women into a 
world of turbulence and bright promise, 
able to adapt to change, ready to walk 
through doors as they open, confident 
in their ability to navigate ambiguity 
and bringing their new vision, values 
and goals wherever they journey.” 

Mrs. Hesselbein pointed to three 
challenges facing the graduates. “Your 
response to them,” she asserted, ‘will 
determine how well you ride the waves 
of these turbulent times.” 

The first, according to Mrs. 
Hesselbein, is the challenge of change. 
“I find an exuberance in these times, 
when change is the only constant and 
changes in every sector and on every 
continent are so rapid and so 
unprecedented that the most reputable 
forecasters find themselves blown out of 
the water by today’s headlines. 

“Warren Bennis writes ‘resisting 
change is as futile as resisting weather, 
and change is our weather now. It is 
that constant and that unpredictable.’ I 
urge you to see the turbulence, the 
energy crackling around the world and 
around our country, not as threat, but 
as enormous opportunity to be, to act, 
to serve, to make a difference.’’ 

The second challenge is the challenge 
of managing diversity. ‘’This,“’ 
according to Mrs. Hesselbein, ‘’presents 
a growing challenge because it affects 
all of our people, our schools, our 
churches, every institution in our 
society. Every leader, from the smallest 
local agency, to the largest corporation, 
needs to understand the impact of rapid 
demographic change upon the people, 
the services and the resources of every 
community in this country. 

“We all know the statistics — that 
one-third of our population by the year 
2000 will be ethnic/multi-racial 
minorities. We must help all our people 
understand, must help them see rapidly 
changing communities not as a threat, 
but as an enormous opportunity to 
serve in new and different ways, to 
achieve greater significance than ever 
before. 

“Wherever you go, wherever you 
work, you take with you a remarkable 
understanding and appreciation you 
have gained at Juniata of other cultures. 
You can be a catalyst; you can help 
people appreciate the richness of 
differences in culture, in race, in 
religion — in all the changes that are 
driving us to the end of the decade.” 

Leadership is the third challenge. “A 
most significant change,” she said to

the 230, “is in the role of the manager 
as leader, moving from managing 
things to leading people.’ 

Mrs. Hesselbein pointed to five 
attributes every leader must possess in 
order to be successful. They are 
integrity of purpose, belief in people, 
long range vision, courage to move and 
innovate. ‘The most significant attribute 
of a leader, perhaps the only 
indispensable one, is a sense of ethics 
that works full-time,’’ she said. “Ethical 
behavior must be exemplified and 
modeled by the leader. A perfect 
example is, Robert Neff who speaks for 
Juniata, and is perceived as the 
embodiment of Juniata’s values and 
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principles. Dr. Neff exemplifies 
leadership at its best.’ 

In conclusion, Mrs. Hesselbein said ‘’] 
share your family’s pride in your 
achievements. I admire the quality of 
your life. | am grateful for your 
generous spirit as you've enriched this 
community with your service. As I say 
farewell, I am filled with hope for our 
country and our world because of your 
example, your mission, your faith. May 
God bless you — now and always.” 

Mrs. Hesselbein was honored with 
the degree doctor of laws, bestowed by 
Juniata’s president, Dr. Robert W. Neff, 
and the college’s Board of Trustees. The 
commencement program was attended

Dr. Esch, a professor of mathematics, 
was honored with the twenty-third 
annual Beachley Distinguished 
Professor Award while Mrs. Cherry, 
associate professor of history, was 
presented the second annual Beachley 
Award for Distinguished Academic 
Service. 

Dr. Aichele, associate professor of 
political science, was honored with the 
thirteenth annual Lindback Foundation 
Award for Distinguished Teaching and 
Dr. Ryan Chadwick, assistant professor 
of theatre arts, was presented the newly 
established Sears-Roebuck Foundation 
Teaching Excellence and Campus 
Leadership Award. 

The Beachley Awards were 
established by Donovan R. Beachley, 
or., a graduate of Juniata in 1921 and an 
emeritus member of the Board of 
Trustees; Donovan R. Beachley, Jr., a 
member of the class of 1947 and a 
current member of the Board of 
Trustees; and Mrs. Donovan R. 
Beachley, Jr., all of Hagerstown, Md. 

The Beachley Distinguished Professor 
Award provides a $2,500 stipend to a 
professor who contributes to the 
development of the nominee’s 
department and the college as a whole. 
Teaching effectiveness, scholarly 
activities, service beyond the campus, 
and length of service to the college are 
also important factors. 

The Beachley Distinguished Academic 
Service Award also provides a $2,500 
stipend. The award is made to a 
professor showing outstanding service 
to students through advising, 
counseling, or development of student- 
related activities, and outstanding 
service to the college through 
curriculum or department development, 
committee activities, or college wide 
activities.

The last three Distinguished Professor 
Award recipients have been Dr. David 
R. Drews, professor of psychology 
(1989); Dr. Robert W. Wagoner, 
professor of philosophy (1988); and 
George Dolnikowski, associate professor 
of Russian and German emeritus (1987). 
The first Beachley Award for 
Distinguished Academic Service was 
presented last year to Mary Ruth 
Linton, professor of music emeritus. 

Dr. Esch joined the faculty in 1976 as 
an assistant professor. She was 
promoted to associate professor in 1980 
and to full professor in 1985. 

The recipient of the 1979 Lindback 
Foundation Award for Distinguished

Spring Sports Wrap-Up 


Baseball 

Juniata was named co-champions of 
the Middle Atlantic Conference after 
winning the MAC Northwest and 
Northern Division titles for the second 
straight year. Coach Bill Berrier’s team 
edged Messiah 5-3 to win a special 
playoff for the Northwest title and then 
defended its Northern Division crown 
with a 5-3 win over Scranton. 

Juniata and Moravian were named 
MAC co-champs after weather 
conditions forced cancellation of the title 
game at Boyertown. It was the Tribe’s 
first MAC baseball championship. 

The Tribe finished 19-7 overall (9-3 in 
the MAC-Northwest) and received an 
NCAA Division III playoff berth for the 
first time since 1980. 

Juniata was led this spring by seniors 
Scott Close and Vic Huber. Juniors 
Dave Crissman, Kevin Neff and Mike 
Reed had fine campaigns and were all 
selected to the MAC Northern Division 
All-Star team. Reed was also a GTE/ 
CoSIDA Academic All-America choice 
for District II and was on the ballot for 
national Academic All-America honors. 

Juniors Steve Baer, John Bulger, Joe 
Calamita, Scott Munro and Nick Spadea 
all made key contributions along with 
sophomores Dave Duez, Kevin Fayette, 
Erik Reedinger, Dan Strecker and Joel 
Zook. Freshmen Scott Stahl, Steve 
Waugerman and John Whitmore have 
made early impacts. 


Softball 

Juniata went through some growing 
pains during an 8-11 campaign for 
coach Dick Scialabba, but will return its 
entire lineup next year. 

Freshmen first baseman Dana Burns 
(.293) and pitcher/infielder Jodie Wise 
(.291) were the top hitters for the Tribe 
while Wise (3-4) and junior Kate 
Bradley (5-7) had earned run averages 
of 2.55 and 2.96, respectively on the 
mound. Burns had a team-high 17 runs 
batted in. 

Freshman Annette Hoffman (.250), 
and sophomores Cathy Packer (.283) 
and Wendy Harmon (.233) were 
regulars in the outfield. Junior Jennifer 
Dippery was again superb at third base 
while sophomore second baseman 
Carolyn Sheedy (.190) and sophomore 
shortsop Amy Scialabba (.256) were 
steady once again up the middle. 

Freshmen Candi Walker, at catcher, 
and Missy North, at designated hitter, 
also saw significant playing time. 


Men’s Volleyball 

The Juniata men’s volleyball program 
made quite a debut in its first season as 
a varsity sport this spring. Under head 
coach Larry Bock, the Tribe finished 
with a 22-12-4 overall record and 
concluded the schedule by winning the 


Middle Atlantic Conference tournament 
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at Lebanon Valley. 

Juniata owned a 6-7 record against 
NCAA varsity teams while going 16-5-4 
against club competition. The Tribe won 
its final four matches against varsity 
opponents (Lebanon Valley three times 
and St. Francis) and just missed a 
regional playoff bid. 

Bock’s “coach on the floor’’ was 
freshman setter Mark Knaub, who 
earned All-Tournament honors at the 
MAC event and was selected as 
Juniata’s 1990 “most valuable player.” 
Another freshman, outside hitter Jeff 
Fischer also received All-MAC 
Tournament recognition at Lebanon 
Valley. 

Juniata got solid play in the middle 
from sophomore Dennis Hohenshelt 
and freshman Chuck Gojmerac. Bock 
also cited sophomore Mike Juniper for 
his improved passing and to the 
leadership of junior captain Pat Sterner 
as keys to the season. 


Women’s Tennis 

The Juniata College women’s tennis 
team put together another excellent 
season this spring with a 7-3 record and 
second place finish in the Middle 
Atlantic Conference Northwest section. 
The Tribe was 4-1 in the MAC- 
Northwest, losing only to first place 
Scranton for the second straight year to 
just miss the playoffs. 

Coach Ray Pfrogner will have some 








rebuilding to do next year with the 
departure of seniors Julia Thaler, Amy 
Buckbee and Sue London, all four-year 
letterwinners. Thaler finished the 
season by advancing to the second 
round of the MAC Tournament along 
with sophomore Michelle Frye, the 
team’s “‘most valuable player.’ 

Exchange student Marianne Faudi 
had a fine season and was 8-1 at 
#5-singles. Freshman Kathy Rice made 
an impressive collegiate debut while 
classmate Jennifer States also had a 
solid rookie year. 


Men’s Tennis 

The Juniata College men’s tennis 
team started the 1990 season looking to 
improve its depth and build for the 
future. Coach Brad Small’s squad has 
done just that this spring. 

The Tribe will graduate just two 
seniors from a 2-7 squad, and will 
return six players who gained 
experience this season. Another 
encouraging sign for Small is that three 
of those six players were only freshmen 
this year. 

Freshmen Jon Thaler, Bill Brenner 
and John Brenner played in all nine 
Juniata matches. Junior Jeff Clukey also 
appeared in all nine matches. Junior 
Scott Peck made eight appearances 
while sophomore Sean O’Brien played 
doubles once. 

Seniors Jon Seckinger and Mike 
Welker completed their careers this 
spring. Seckinger finished with a 
second round loss at the MAC 
Tournament. 


Golf 

Junior Ron Benkovic led the 1990 
Juniata College golf team with an 83.7 
stroke average during nine matches this 
spring. The Tribe finished the season 
with a 4-2 dual match record and tied 
for 13th in the Middle Atlantic 
Conference Championships to conclude 
the campaign for co-coaches Bill Huston 
and Joe Scialabba. 

Benkovic was the medalist for the 
Tribe in four matches during the season 
and concluded the year with a tie for 
15th place performance in the MAC 
tournament at Shawnee-on-the- 
Delaware. 

Seniors Bob Kelley, Mike Speaker, 
Keith Watson, Matt Long, Bob Hitson 
and Dan Crossey concluded their 
playing careers. Juniors John O’Neill, 
Bub Parker, Steve Brunner and D.J. 
Korlewitz made key contributions along 
with sophomore Chris Antonelli. 








Track and Field 

The Juniata College men’s and 
women’s track and field teams had 
some ‘‘ups and downs” this spring 
according to head coach Darren 
Hamilton. However, the rookie mentor 
is pleased with the building process 
underway in his program. 

The Juniata men’s team finished with 
a 4-4-1 dual meet record and qualified 
11 athletes for the Middle Atlantic 
Conference meet, where the Tribe 
finished 16th with five points. The 
women concluded the season with a 5-7 
mark and tied for 15th place at the 
MAC Championships with three 
competitors in action. 

Junior Ray Shelley was the top 
performer at the MAC meet with a 
fourth-place finish in the 100 (11.27) and 
a sixth in the 200 (23.21) meters. Junior 
Frank Shue was 10th in the javelin at 
MAC’s while sophomore Frank Macrina 
took 10th in the shot put. The only 
women’s placewinner was freshman 
Lisa DeChano, who was 10th in the 
discus. 

Sophomore MVP Angie Gessner was 
in the MAC long and triple jumps while 
freshman Jennifer Murnyak ran both 
hurdles’ events. 

Senior Andy Larmore ran the 10,000 
meters while sophomore Brian Giachetti 
was in the 100. Senior Peter Grubb 
threw the discus, and freshman Dave 
Bundy was entered in the pole vault 
event. 

Injuries hurt the Juniata effort late in 
the year, especially for the MAC meet. 
Senior MVP John Flesher, junior Rob 
Rohrer, and freshman Ferris Crilly all 
missed the MAC event due to injuries.

GEMUTLICHKEIT

What makes an alumni trip 
successful? In retrospect, it seems to be 
a magical ingredient that slows the 
passage of time, aids in the renewal of 
old friendships, and promotes the 
congeniality of the group. The Germans 
call is gemutlichkeit. ‘Christmas time in 
Bavaria’ 1989 was invested with this 
magical quality from the moment our 
friendly giant of a host, Volker Molt, 
welcomed our group of weary but eager 
travelers at the Nurnberg Airport and 
led us aboard his Mercedes coach. 

Our introduction to Emsing’s hillside 
environs was a breathtaking view of an 
ice covered, pine forest fairyland. We 
soon had the opportunity to hike 
through the fertile valley below, 
exploring the village and surveying its 
surrounding farms and fields where we 
were greeted by inquisitive deer. A stop 
at a local gasthaus provided warmth, 
friendly conversation and gltihwein. 

The following day we retraced our 
steps to Nurnberg to visit the 
Christkindl Markt in die alstadt, the old 
city, where we shopped at stalls stocked 
with Christmas toys and tree ornaments 
and where we enjoyed the mingled 
tastes and aromas of bratwurst, 
gingerbread and marzipan. These stalls 
in the hauptmarkt or amin square were 





placed in the shadow of the magnificent 
Gothic cathedral of St. Lorenz and in 
front of the red stone Frauenkirche, 
whose glockenspeil held us entranced 
as it struck and performed the noon- 
time hour. 

Soon after, our coach whisked us to 
nearby Schwaback where we enjoyed 
sandwiches, kuchen, glithwein and 
conversation in the spacious Bavarian- 
style penthouse of Dr. and Mrs. Oswald 
Gruber. Later, we returned to the 
Nurnberg Opera House to experience 
the wonderful sights and sounds of 
Tchaikovsky’s The Nutcracker. 

On the third day, we followed the 
Romantic Road to enter the dream-like 
atmosphere of the 15th century walled 
cities of Dinklsbuhl and Rottenberg to 
explore their narrow streets, admire 
their medieval buildings and colorful 
frescos, and to take a look at a picture- 
book Germany. 

Another excursion took us to the 
spectacular German Alps that rim 
Bavaria’s southern border. Enroute to 
Oberammergau, famous for its passion 
play, we.glimpsed at one of the 
extravagant hilltop fairy castles of King 
Ludwig II. We also visited prosperous 
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Seefeld and the popular winter sports 
center in Garmisch-Partenkirchen. 

During the weekend, Thalmaessing 
became our second home. There.on 
Saturday, we completed our Christmas 
shopping. Then we toured Engehart’s 
dairy farm nearby where we 
experienced their friendly hospitality. 
This included a wonderfully delicious 
country lunch of homemade sausages, 
potato salad, sauerkraut, apfelwein 
(cider) and beer, followed by a scenic 
mountain walk and a musical 
kaffeeklatsch at the Cafe Arauner. 

On Sunday, we attended St. 
Michael’s Lutheran Church and enjoyed 
dinner and gemiitlichkeit at the home of 
Volker Molt’s German friends, offering 
us a time to strike up new friendships 
as well as to renew the old. Before we 
bid Thalmaessing goodbye, we visited 
the Hotel Dirsch where we enjoyed 
delightful breakfasts and dinners each 
day of our stay; where we decorated 
our own beautiful Christmas tree to the 
haunting strains of the zither music of 
Herr Fraubacher; and where we 
entertained the Thalmaessing Men’s 
Choir and their wives at a Bavarian 
feast, dancing the evening away with 
our hosts and hostesses from 
Thalmaessing. 


So far our journey had transported us 
into the past, our own as well as 
Germany’s. Our final day, however, 
brought us breathlessly into the future. 
When we traveled the Autobahn to 
Hoff, we were constantly amazed by 
the thousands of Trabants (D.D.R. cars) 
traveling from East to West Germany. 
Our motor coach skirted the border, 
stopping at Hirschberg and again at 
Modloreuth where we collected pieces 
of the wall, standing since 1963, talked 
to East German border guards and were 
permitted to step inside of East 
Germany. 

Talk of reunification was everywhere. 
Our hosts the Meyers had introduced 
the topic at Sunday dinner, Volker had 
read snatches of articles from the 
newspapers about it and at Selb, where 
the East German families lined up at 
banks and food markets, we were 
thrilled to witness the beginning of it. 

When we drove that evening and 
watched the little Bavarian village of 
Emsing rise up out of its Brigadoon-like 
mists to come alive for us one last night 
of our exciting week, we marveled at 
the wonderful time of fellowship, 
friendly renewal and congeniality we 
had enjoyed or, as the Bavarians would 


call it, gemutlichkeit.

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Recollections

I was on the front steps of Oller Hall 
just a moment ago, receiving my 
diploma with the Class of 1980. As I 
shook President Binder’s hand, a 
decade flashed before me at the speed 
of light, leaving me standing there 
alone, the fanfare of commencement 
day suddenly gone. I turned to gaze 
through the open doors and into the 
auditorium where I found a large group 
of people chatting, laughing, sometimes 
hugging. Everyone had a large brown 
envelope tucked under an elbow. The 
crowd seemed mildly electric as | 
entered their ranks and became one of 
them. 

I was confused by those who had 
changed much in the last ten years, and 
by those whose names had long faded 
from my memory. Yet there was a stab 
of excitement with each glimpse of one 
I had known well. Though many of the 
faces were unfamiliar and | didn’t know 
the names, I knew our lives shared 
common ground. Armed with our 
packets of music, we mounted the 
stage, once again choir members at 
Juniata College. 

Singing with the Alumni Choir 
during Reunion Weekend ’90 was 
exhilarating, nostalgic, and a touch 
mysterious. Father Time, impish fellow 
that he is, made the years melt away 
behind us as if we had never been gone 
from the stage of Oller Hall. Yet, there 
we were, one hundred and sixty voices 
strong, bracing for the adventure the 
next two days would hold. 

In our midst were alumni 
representing every age group 
imaginable. The crowd was peppered 
with gray hair and smooth skin, bifocals 
and a few babies-to-be. “I graduated in 
‘28,’ a woman whispered to me 
proudly as we found our seats. “I think 
I’m the oldest one here!”’ 

Bruce Hirsch hopped up on the stage, 
visibly refreshed body, mind and spirit 
by the warmth of the California sun. It 
was good to see him again. As he 
began to introduce us to the music, 
those of us who had for the past 
decades restricted our singing to 
showers or lullabies picked up the cues 
just as we had always done, opened to

supporting, sang as if we were all 
twenty years old again. The sound was 
richer, though, as certain positive 
aspects of aging became clear. 

I sat in the back row at Bruce’s left, as 
I had always done, moving through the 
music at his direction. As we sang 
William Byrd’s Ave Verum Corpus, his 
cool blue eyes looked beyond us, seeing 
the sound rise above our heads. His 
hands touched the music as a potter's 
to the circling clay. 

So reminiscent was his command of 
the choir, so familiar to who I had been. 
The past had never seemed so present. 
Pockets of memories long ago tucked 
into the fabric of my life began to open, 
their contents coyly displayed. 

I was struck with images of choir 
rehearsals in the ballroom of Ellis Hall, 
many of the same friends around me, 
only younger, and the same spry spirit 
leading us. We always worked hard at 
rehearsals, but I remember having fun 
with the music and flirting with a 
certain tenor across the way. 

There were concerts sung in tired 
bare feet on the back riser, my high 
heels kicked aside after formally filing 
in to perform. 

There was the terror of opening night 
on tour, feeling uncomfortable in a 
distant city, faced with an audience we 
didn’t know. 

The fun of dressing in period clothing 
for Gilbert & Sullivan's Trial by Jury was 
far outweighed by the excitement of 
performing the light-hearted operetta 
for Parents’ Weekend. 
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During Juniata’s reunion weekend, 165 alumni choir members performed an exciting concert 
directed by Bruce Hirsch, a member of the Juniata music faculty from 1965-84.
